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A pitched battle took place at Locust and 
Nineteenth streets Friday evening between 
soldiers from several companies of the 
First Regiment, now in quarters at the Ar- 
mory at Seventeenth and Pine streets. 

Bayonets were drawn, and in the scrim- 
mage that lasted half an hour a score of 
Privates and officers were more or less ge- 
riously wounded, 

Lieut. Collins of Company G, who was 
officer of the guard, had his sword and re- 
volver taken from him, and he received an 
ugly gash in the hand from a bayonet. 
Private Ruttle of Company F received the 
most serious wound. A bayonet penetrated 
his right side and made a gash nearly two 
inches long. 

Though the battle lasted half an hour. 
and intense excitement was created, no ar- 
fests followed, and a atrong effort was 
made on the part of the officers to keep the 
news of the engagement from the public. 

Trouble has been brewing in. the First 
Regiment ever since the return from 
Chickamauga. There have been numerous 
complaints against the officers and petty 
acts of insubordination, but nothing like 
the pitched battle of Friday evening has 
occurred or was anticipated. 

The privates mess at the Delicatessen at 
Nineteenth and Locust streets. The room 
upstairs has been fitted up for the soldiers’ 
dining room and 160 can eat at a time. Un- 
cjJe Sam pays for the rations at the rate of 
6 cents per day. 

Friday Company G was the guard. Lieut. 
Colline was the officer of the guard and he 
had privates Fred Constiner and Herman 
Odenwalder stationed in front of the mess 
hall.

In a few minutes the remainder of the 
guard, numbering about 16, appeared on 
the scene. The messhall was emptied by 
this time and the small guard was help- 
less, surrounded by at least #0 angry 
men. 

Lieut. Collins, deprived of his side arms, 
rushed around through the crowd seeking 
to restore order. In wresting a gun from 
one of the soldiers his hand was lacerated 
by a bayonet. 

Corporal Wagner and Private Johnnie 
Johnson tried to recapture one of the pris- 
oners, and in so doing aroused the anger 
of the mob. They surrounded the two sol- 
diers and would have done them great 
harm had not Sergt. Ed Murrell, his tall 
form towering above his fellows, dashed 
boldly to the rescue. He swung his gun 
above hishead and threatened to brain 
any one who again interfered. 

The battle raged for at least half an hour. 
Then Lieut. Collins, seeing that a continua- 
tion of the struggle would only engen- 
der a more bitter feeling, gave orders for 
the guard to retire. They did this, leaving 
the field and prisoners in possession of the 
mob. 

Members of the guard from Company 
G were seen by a Post-Dispatch reportef 
Saturday morning. They tell of the battle 
as related above. 

A private in Company F, who would not 
give his name for publication, told the 
reporter that Voran and Casteel were not 
drunk. 

“They with a lot of others were going 
to mess,” said the Company F soldier. 
“There was a new order issued that sol- 
diers should not -go on the north side of 
the street. Nobody knew anything of this 
order and the guard did not explain it. 
The guards arrested our men and natural- 
ly they wouldn't stand for it. There was 
a fight and our men stood by our boys 
against the guards. More guards came 
and the fight became general. There was 
no disposition to kill anybody, but we had 
stood so much from the officers that we 
just couldn't stand more. 

“Il guess the fight would be going on yet 
if Lieut. Collins’ men hadn't weakened or 
Capt. Holtcamp hadn't arrived. When the 
Captain heard of the trouble he rushed to 
the ecene, and the first thing he did was 
to order the guard back to the Armory. 
When we saw that they were going and 
were not going to take any prisoners we 
did not offer to intercept them.”’ 

Lieut. Collins was seen at headquarters 
Saturday. His hand showed where it had 
come in contact with the bayonet, but he 
tried to treat the affair as a small thin 
until he egaw that the reporter knew ali! 
about it. 

“They did not disarm me, though,” said 
the Lieutenant. ‘“‘Nor did they disarm 
lAeut, Wilson. He did not have any weap- 
ons, It is true that there was a mob there, 
composed, I should say, of fully 400 men. 
Mv guard comprised less than 20 men, If 
I had desired to have hurt any of the boys 
I could have maintained my position. Burt 
I didn’t want to kill nor cripple them, 
“There was only one man who so far 
forgot his soldier's training as to strike 
me. I do not know who he is. But I struck 
him on the head with the butt of my re- 
volver and he ran away. 

‘The trouble was brought about by some 
drunken and disgruntled soldiers. There 
are not many of them. The petty’ officers 
all conducted themselves well in the scrim- 
mage and tried to assist me in restoring or- 
der. 

“No, I will not prefer charges against 
anybody. The trouble reflects discredit on 
the regiment and I should like to see the 
matter not become public. The _ regi- 
ment will be mustered out Monday and lit- 
tle good would come of it were I to prefer 
charges. No action can be taken unless I 
do prefer charges. You see, it would be 
several days before they could have their 
trials, and there would be no good in hav- 
Ing them confined in a Federal prison after

NEW YORK, Oct. 29.—Col. George E. 


Waring, Jr., died of yellow fever to-day 
at his home in this elty, where he had 
been since he arrived from Havana on 
the Yucatan Tuesday jast. He was 67 years 
old, 

Dr. Blauvelt, who had been attending 
Col. Waring during his illness, was sum- 
moned to the house at 1 o’clock this morn- 
ing. He found that Col. Waring had been 
attacked with black vomit. This symptom 
continued all morning without cessation. 
Everything possible was done for the dy- 
ing man, but he only lived until 7:45. 

President Murphy of the Board of 
Health was informed of the death of Col. 
Waring within five minutes after it oc- 
curred. Dr, Roberts, the sanitary superin- 
tendent, was ordered to have the body 
placed ina hermetically sealed casket im- 
mediately. Mr. Murphy also gave orders 
that every precaution should be taken to 
prevent the spread of the disease, 

The father, mother, brother and three 
sisters of Mrs. War'ng died of yellow fever 
in New Orkans some years ago.

PARIS, Oct. 29.—Spain has made up her 
mind to give way, conditionally, to the 
American demands in regard to Cuba, -s0 
that America may show her hand in the 
Philippine question, where Spain believes 


her position is stronger, in virtue of the 


text and spirit of the protocol itself. 

She still cherishes the illusion that she 
may rece.ve the support of the European 
governments and she will make a stubborn 
fight against ceding any of the Philip- 
pres uniess the United States assumes the 

hilippine debt and makes Cuba guarantee 
most of her own debt. This latter demand 
in so far as the Cuban debt, excepting 
purely mun cipal debts, will be refused by 
the Americans. 

The final stand of the Spanish Commis- 
sion will be on a demand for a lump sum 
for all the Spanish archipelagoes. Span- 
lards make no secret of their belief that 
the agreement arrived at Thursday affords 
g00d vantage ground for getting some 
financial concesson from ‘the United 
Stat‘s. Faliing in this they will propose 
arbitration, and, in short, exhaust every 
means of protracting the proceedings of 
the commission or strengthening the posi- 
tion of the Sagasta Government and the 
magency. 

he American Commission has been In- 
structed from Washington, in view of these 
Spanish tactics, to practce patience and 
deference for awhile, but to remain in- 
flexible on essential points, tolerating no 
European arbitration or pressure in any 
shape. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 29.—A dispatch from 
Havana says: “After a joint session last- 
ing two hours, held in the Camara Insu- 
lar, the Spanish and American Commis- 
sioners are as far off as ever from an 
agreement on the date of evacuation. The 
Americans strongly urge that the final day 
be Jan. 1, the Spanish commissioners as 
emphatically insisting that evacuation was 
imnossible before Feb. 1, 

“The arguments of the Spanish were that 
it was a physical impossibility, with only 
17 transports, some of which were at Porto 
Rico, to move 100,000 soldiers, 16,000. of 
whom are ill, on the latter date. The ar- 
guments were repeated over and over by 
oth sides, but resulted in no final decis- 
lon. The session ended with the situation 
practically the same as when it began. 

“Regarding minor. details the panis‘’n 
agreed with the Americans. The feeling of 
the members of the American commission 
is that the Spanish are weakening in their 
claim for the later date, and that Jan. 1] 
will be shortly agreed to. A member of 
the commission said: 

** *T feel eure our demand will be acceded 
to in a few days ,and that American occu- 
pation will take place Jan. 1. The argu- 
ments to-day by the Spanish were merely 
a reiteration of those made previously.’ 

“Col. Girauta said he did not see how 
the Spanish could agree to take the troops 
out before February.

In ad- 
dition to this, all the filth from the Chicago River and the 
harbor will be swept into the Mississippi, none of which we 
get at present. 

What St. Lou's objects to is being compelled to be placed in 
the position of being Chicago's back yard and receiving all 
the liquid filth of that notoriously filthy city.

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GOLDEN RULE INOCULATION. 


Asa beginning in his work of applying the golden rule to 
municipal administration, Mayor Jones of Toledo has made 
the following recommendations: 

The establishment of a plant for manufacturing fuel gas, the 
control and operation by the city of the electric lighting plant, 
the establishment of civil service itn al! departments, the enact- 
ment of laws that will give the city such a measure of home rule 
as will enable it to bring out “the best that Is in its own peo- 
pie,” no grant or extension of franchises to private enterprises 
without the approval of the taxpayers, the abandonment of the 
contract system in public work, such as paving, etc., the com 
Pilation and publication of the city directory by the municl- 
weed itaelf, the establishment of kindergartens as a part of the 
public echool system, a larger appropriation for street improve- 
ment, the aprinkling of the streets by the city itself, a larger 
@ppropriation for the parks, an appropriation for music for the 
parks, the establishment of playgrounds for the children, the 
establishment of public baths, improved facilities for those who 
trade in Toledo, the revision of the oclty license laws and the 
repeal of the ordinance licensing employment agencies. 

The tnoculation of their mayors with Mayor Jones’ golden 
rule virus would be acceptable to all American cities. 
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The opinion of the Illinois Supreme Court that the people 
of a city own tho streets of that city is the opinion of every 
just man, be he judge, lawyer or layman. 
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TAKE THEM IN TIME. 


In discussing the trusts, many persons argue that they 

should be let alone, because they are a natural growth of 
modern conditions. 
. Others are of opinion that the only thing to do is to sit 
idly and watch the growth, and that when it has reached its 
climax in the control by a few billionaires of all the coun- 
try's industries, it will be time enough for the people to take 
whatever steps may be necessary. 

But if the trust is an evil, why allow it to continue and 
gain power while there is a remedy in hand? Such a remedy 
is contained in the Sherman anti-trust law, which not only 
covers the now abandoned “trust” form of combine, but by 
making illegal “every contract combination in the form of 
trust or otherwise” in restraint of trade, etc., forbids all kinds 
of monopolistic industrial deals.
